Nor did he alone feel the 
effects of her sway, 
flis people sufferetl from 
her 
unbounded extravagance, and his weak and wicked 
indulgence of her huniors. 
Her rapacity was insatia­ 
ble. 
liesides a grant of .■>322 pounds a year out of 
the post ofiicp, to her and her lieirs, she had 20,000 a 
year out of the customs. 
W’hat sums were occasionally 
paid her out ot the revenues of Ireland cannot he ascer­ 
tained : besides this income, immense in those days, 
she had at different times, gifts in money, jewels, and 
plate, to an incredible amount, and this at thè time when 
the king’s household servants w'ere cursing him because 
they hud not bread to eat, and he himself wanted linen, 
and was stinted in writing paper. 
She caused the disgrace and banishment of the great 
Lord Chancellor. Ciarendon, the earliest and best friend 
of her father, because he refused to put the seal of 
office to some grant of a place which .she had disposed 
of, saying he thought “ the woman would sell every 
thing shortly 
which being repeated to her, she sent 
to tell him, “ that she had disposed of this place, and did 
not ilooht in a liiile time to dispose of M s.” 
She was 
as good as her word. When he returned from W'hitehall, 
after resigning the seals, she jumjied out of bed in her 
night dress, to look down upon him as he passed, and 
stood upon 
her balcony, abusing 
him 
loudly and 
n the coarsest terms her vulgar malice could suggest. 
W'^hen she quarrelled with the great Duke of Ormond, 
who had offended her in many ways, hut chiefly by 
refusing to sanction her enormous drains on the treasu­ 
ry, she reviled him, swore at bim, and tinally told tiim 
“ she hoped to see him hanged.” 
To tliis the duko 
replied with a grave humor, becoming his character, 
that “ far from wistiing her ladyship’s days short­ 
ened in return. Ids greatest desire was to see her grow 
old*” 
This infamous woman finally 
died, at the age of 
about siy.ty, miserable, contemned, and neglected ; 
leaving a name, 
as Mrs Jame.son justly says, more 
fitted to “ point a iiioral” than “ adorn a tale.” — JV. Y .

From the N e w York Star. 
W e have seldom read in the fugitive productions of 
our newspapers, essays more sprightly and classical in 
iheir style than a series of interesting letters being pub­ 
lished in the Natchez “ Courier & Journal,” under tiie 
title o f “ Letters from Louisiana and ¡Mississippi by a 
Yankee,” dated at Natchez. 
No. VI. contains some 
amusing speculations on tlie migratory character of the 
Americans, and contends that Spurzheiiii saw in the 
old Atlantic states only the non-m igratory portion of 
our countrymen, but that if he had gone to llie west 
he would have discovered the “ organ of migralive- 
ness.” 
He thus beautifully speaks of the character of the 
population : 
“ The predominancy of tlie male population in the 
countless villages that are dotting the great western val­ 
ley, rising up amidst tlie forests one after another, as 
stars come out at evening, and almost as rapidly suc­ 
cessive, is a necessary consequence of tlie natural laws 
of migration. 
In the old Atlantic and New England 
states, the sons as they successively grow up to man­ 
hood, take the pateniui blessing, and their little patri­ 
mony, often all easily packed and carried in a knaps.ick, 
but oftener in their heads, and bend their way to the 
“ great w est,” to seek their fortunes, with them, no 
nursery tale, but a stern and hard earned reality ; there 
they struggle— prosper or fail—with blighted hopes go 
down to early graves or building a fire-side of their 
own, gather around it sons, who in their declining 
years, shall, in their turn, go forth from the [laternal 
roof t<) seek beyond tlie mountains of the Eacific shore, 
a name, a fire-side, and a home of their own. 
And 
such is human life.” 
Alluding to the greater degree of refinement that now 
exists in Natchez, from the more frequent practice of 
marrying, the cultivation of domestic uiLs, and the sub­ 
stitution of female society for the gambling and bac­ 
chanalian revels and duelling habits growing out of 
thetn, for which this place was u long time so famous, 
the writer says— 
“ 'Fhe society of Natchez now is not surpa.ssed by 
any in America—originally, and therein unlike most 
western cities composed of intelligent and well educated 
voung men, assembled from every Atlantic slate, but 
principally from New England and Virginia, it has ad­ 
vanced in a degree proportionate to its original powers.
